“oMeigl” biographies, a land- 
lord on a small scale. 

Trossky was tho son 
of an unlettered Jewish 
farmer in the Ukrainc. 
Stalin's father was o 
cobbler in Georgia, But 
all three had one thing 
in common—membership 
of that curious class to 
which there [9 no paral- 
let oxceptp in pre- 
revolutionary Franoe — 
tho — nincteenth-century 
Russion intelilgortsis. 

It was a class united, 
to quate Mr Wolfe, by 
“a common alienation 
from existing society 
and a common belief in the 
sovercign efficacy of ideas as 
shapers of life.” 


If by a “great man” we mean 
someone whose career has for

On the lawn in front of 
the Tate Gallery fs the 
proud statue of a man who, 
in Victorian times, was one 
of the most renowned of 
artists. He looks the very 
figure of prosperity in, a 
prosperous nge — as wel 
he might: his paintings 
sometimes could not be 
bought for the equivalent of 
today's £20,000. 

His name is Sir John 
Everett Millais. 


FORGOTTEN MAN 
Today this bronze 
with paletie at the ready, 
gaze indicating oternal disdain 
for the distans ptrsptctive of 
Kennington gasometer, is the 

statue of a forgotten man, 

When the statue was put up 
no one would then haye = pre- 
dicted that this great and 
luminous planet of the Victorian

When Millals died, In 1806, a 
memorial fund was opened to 
which the Prince of Wales, later 
King Edword VII, sent the first 
donation, and of which he

Jails in his carly life has sur- 
vived—except in the pages of

The scandal concerned Millais 
and the wife of Ruskin, the 
great art critic, Millatg met the 
Ruskins in 1051, the yeor efter 
he hod exhibited a picture 
called | “Christ in His Father's 
House.” The picture caused a 
sensation because the details 
had been taken from a local 
carpenter's shop. The painting 
was strongly attacked by the 
erities, including Dickens, who 
called {it “mean, odious, 
revolting and repulsive.”

But the picture at inst found 
favour, And the man who 
turmed the tide of public tase 
in Millais’s favour was Ruskin.

Mrs Ruskin had led an ine 
creasingly unhappy married life.

All this occurred during the 
period in which Millais did his 
dest paintings—when, with Hol- 
mon Hunt ond Rossetti, he 
formed the Pre-Raphaelite 
Brotherhood. ‘This was a coterie 
which ajlmed at portraying on 
canvas exactly what they saw 
in natura They also neither 
drank, smoked nor s' t 
wore not averse to breaking an 
occasional commandment. 

Right until his death, and 
after, Millais's pictures con~ 
tinued to command four figures. 
‘Tre public, too, bought hie 
works, More than 100 originalv 
were engraved, and if most of 
them now secm to have found 
thelr way to Ramsgate boarding 
houses, in their day they took 
pride of place in the Victorian 
“front-room.” 


PRODIGIOUS . 

Tho titles — “A Reverie," 
“The Gambler’s Wife," “Forbid- 
den Fruit,” “Love Birds” — no 
more than adequately described) 
the subjects which Milluls 
painted. : 

Output on a prodigious scale 
of such work, and the patronage 
of prominent figures of his time 
— Disracli, Carlyle, Tennyson, 
Cardinal Newman, Sullivan, and 
Gladalbne, whom be portrayed 
no fewer than four times — 
ensured for Millais the richly 
respectable life of an English 
country gentleman.

TEMPER. TANTRUMS 
IN CHILDREN 


By W. W. BAUER, M.D. 


Denutions are funny 
things. A child that has 
a tantrum {s commonly re- 
garded as a problem child. Av 
famous or important adult 
subject to tantrums is de- 
fined as “eccentric.” When 
ordinary folks like you and 
me have tantrums, we are 
simply regarded as “grou- 
ches.” ? 
Tantrums are bad for any- 
body. Excessive repression of 
the emotlons may have 
detrimental effect, but there Is 
a happy medium between 
clamping the lid on too tight 
and letting it blow off too ensily 
and upon the slightest provo- 
cation, 
EMOTIONAL BLOCK 
Tantrums ore, excusable in 
young children because they 
may be the only way the child 


‘Knows how to express Its anger 


and frustration at unfair situa-~ 
thons, , Just try holding a baby 
in your arms so tightly that he 
cunnot move bis arms or his 
Jegs, Lut of course not tightly 
enough to hurt him, First he 
begins to squirm, ery or fuss, If 
thts does not bring rellef, he is 
quite jikely to turn blue or dark 
rd_and sercam, to pigh heaven 
for relief, Can you blame him? 

The Ught holding of the baby 
Is merely symbolle, He may be 
restrained and confined emo- 
tlonally by circumstances over 
which he has no control. Many 
parents contro! their young 
children too’ strictly. 

The criterion is the child's 
normal growth and = develop- 
ment and his safety, Beyond 
these considerations the child 
should not be controlled merely 
for parental convenience, Pre- 
venting the child from exercis- 
Ing hls normal growth = and 
development patterns will bring 
about a state. of emotional 
frustration ond may very well 
be expressed by tantrums, 


PATIENT LEADERSHIP 

Parental demands upon chil- 

dren should be Hmited to those 
which are necessary or which 
the child may be willing to 
carry out. There are times when 
a child loves to bring Cather his 
slippers, There are, other times 
when he would rather-not be 
bothered, 
Bringing father's slippers is 
not an essential in the child's 
frowth and development because 
he is too young as yet to under- 
stand the abstract ideal of un- 
selfish service, Besides, unless 
papa is crippled there is no 
good reason why his children 
should walt on him except on 
spontaneous expressions of love 
and affection. 

Forcing the child to bring 
father his siippers, whether he 
wants to or not, ts unfair and if 
the child reacts with a tantrum, 
then it Is not the child who is 


Children can be led much 
more easily than can be driven 
but leadership requires = more 
originality, more patience, more 
forcthought, and more love than 
does compulsion. At the same 
time, the results are infinitely 
better, 

The child In the midst, of a

acceptance, In any instgnee, the 
causc of tantrums must be° 
studied and. the cause removed. 
Sometimes this requires pro- 
fersionol help, by which I mean 
first the family physician and if 
he so advises, a psychiatrist, 

The treatment will probably 
be applied not to the child but 
to the family,

The nucleus of a new line of 
pedigree dogs began when men

Mr Sakamoto estimates that 
there are more than 2,500,000 
dors registered with the police 
throughout Japan, Of = these 
only some 6 por cent or about 
150,000 qualify as purebreds, 
‘The majority of them comprise 
the perennial German sheep dog 
ond Japonese native breeds, 
This leaves onty a small margin 
for the many other types 
popular in the West.

Further cross-examined this 
moralng, Kwan Sun-hol sald that 
in the first half of 1950 his wife 
and son were in his native 
village of Lau Kwong, Holping 
District.
